A New Law For Insane Murderers. 
WASHINGTON.. Jan. !).—Mr. Springer's 


.ill defining tho law of insanity in erimi- 
al cases, introduced in the House today, 
•as submitted to David Dudley Field, ami 
!s language as now matured is substan- 
inlly his. 
Tho text of the bill is us fol- 


SKO. 1. No person indicted in tho Dis- 


riot of Columbia, or in any territory of 
10 United States or in imy court of tbo 
Inited States, shall be. acquitted on the 
round of insanity, under which desigun- 
on is to he included idiocy, lunat-y, or 
thcr unsoundneBS of mind, except on 
roof that at the time of committing tho 
ffonco charged ho was laboring under 
uch a defect of reason as either, first, not 
n know the nature and quality of the act 
e was doing, or, second, not to know tho 
ct way unlawful or wrong. 


SEC. 
2. A morbid propensity to coin- 


lit prohibited acts existing in the mind 
f a person who is not known to huvo 
een capable of knowing tho unlawful- 
ess or wrongfulncss of such acts shall 
orm no defense to a prosecution there- 


XXK. :i. Whenever upon the trial of an 
ulictmeut in any court of the United 
fates, or in tho District of Columbia, or 
i any of the Territories, the jury shall 
ml the defendant not guilty, they shall, 
t tho request of tho prosecuting attorney, 
fate whether they acquit the defendant 
u the ground of insanity, and if they 
uswer affirmatively the statement shall 
e entered in tbe minutes of the trial, 
[id the court thereupon shall order the 
.efeudaut to be committed to an asylum 
r hospital for the insane, to be there 
ept in close custody until discharged in 
ue course of law.
